SOMETHING VERY WRO$G 

W RITING FROM PORTLAND TO 
this newspaper. Mr. A. S. Denny. a 
well-known and energetic member of the Vic¬ 
toria Chamber of Commerce, draws attention 
to the manner in which Hood River apples afe 
invading the British market in spite of the high 
cost of collecting them and transporting them. 
I his is what he says: •> 

Sailed from Vancouver ou steamer for 
England March 1, but had to go up river here 
for 10S miles and baeje at slow speed—pilot 
both ways— for six thousand boxes of apples 
for Hull, England. Captain says it ia£c* two 
days of ship s time, with overhead costs of 
MOO a clay He also says apples picked up at 
Vancouver would cost murtr leas for his 
/ company to handle. He asked why not BC 
apples; but says they are not commercialized 
like Hood River apples. Seems something 
very wroug. 

ITie general manager of one of the large 
London stores which is making a specialty of 
handling Canadian goods publicly stated the 
othe,r day that it was only necessary to adver¬ 
tise and show the products of this Dominion to 
insure for them ready sale. 1 hat statement was 
based on experience and there will be no dis¬ 
position to challenge^ it. 

This point thus arises: Aje the growers 
of British Columbia advertising, or commer¬ 
cializing, their apples in the British market? 
The captain of the ship on which .Mr. Denny 
is traveling to England says the British Co¬ 
lumbia product is not commercialized like the 
Hood River product is. 

It looks to us as if something is very wrong 
if apples from Hood River, not better in 
quality and perhaps not as good as our own. arc 
ousting the British Columbia apple from the 
British -market. This is bad enough in itself. 
It looks worse when considered 'with the fact 
that a consignment of six thousand boxes will 
bear an additional shipping charge of $800. 

We heard a good deal last Summer^ about 
United States apples invading the Canadian 
market at the expense of th£ British Columbia 
product. Our disadvantage, of course, is one 
of railway freight costs, something like $2,000. 
000 for a crop worth less than $7,000,000. 
This handicap should be reduced. Meanwhile 
the marketing board should make inquiries into 
the matter which Mr. Denny Tills brought to
